Men about the in­ 
stitution beat back the fire and used 
chemicals to check the flames.

ground were burned over, and because 
a high wind w a l l o w i n g in the direc­ 
tion of the buildings much apprehen­ 
sion was felt for a 
while.

started from a spark thrown from 
a 
passing engine on

railroad. 
When it was seen that the buildings 
were endangered the college au th o ri­ 
ties called the E m m itsburg Fire 
De­ 
partm ent. which 
quickly 
responded. 
The college m aintains

equipm ent for fire fighting, but it was 
deemed advisable to

help from 
Em m itsburg.
